Columbus, O., Feb. 12.—The net re­ 
sult of the Republican primaries held 
throughout Ohio was, for William H. 
Taft, four dolegates-at-large and twen­ 
ty two district delegates to the na­ 
tional convention in Chicago, and a 
list of delegates to the «fate conven­ 
tion, to be held March 3, which will 
be unanimously In his favor. 
Hardin 
county held no primaries. 
No opposition worth mentioning de­ 
veloped. The supreme court destroyed 
all chances of success by the Foraker 
element in Cuyahoga county by de­ 
claring that the Taft county commit­ 
tee was the only valid organization of 
its kind in that county and the selec­ 
tion of delegates there went by de­ 
fault, no ticket being placed in the 
field against the Taft candidates. 
In Knox county the opposition to 
Taft had brought an "independent” 
ticket into tlie field, the independents, 
however, being all Foraker men. The 
Tatt candidates won easily, tlie vote 
being about four to one in their favor 
Actual voting for delegates to the 
state convention was carried on in but 
thirty-five out of the total of eighty- 
eight counties in the state, the Taft 


Sixth and Sixteenth districts candi­ 
dates for congress were nominated di­ 
rectly at the primaries. 
It was the original Intention to se­ 
lect delegates to the national conven­ 
tion in the same manner, but later it 
was decided in order to avoid all 
chance 
of

trict convention. 
In the Kighth district, congressional 
primaries were not held In one coun­ 
ty—Hardin—but the result there can­ 
not possibly override the vote in the 
remainder of the district, and the two 
delegates to the Chicago convention 
are certain for Taft.

Chicago, Feb. 12.— Mrs. Dora Mc­ 
Donald. who has been on trial here 
since Jan. 20 on the charge of murder­ 
ing Webster Guerin, was acquitted by 
a Jury in the criminal court. 
The ver­ 
dict was reached after six and a half 
hours’ deliberation. 
The defendant, 
who was the widow of Michael Mc­ 
Donald, formerly a political leader in 
Chicago, received the verdict without 
apparent emotion. 
During the trial 
she had frequently collapsed and on 
several occasions the case had been 
Interrupted in order that she might 
receive medical attention. 
When the 
verdict was announced, however, she 
was the least moved of any of the per­ 
sons concerned In the defense, her at­ 
tendant being so overcome that Mrs. 
McDonald was compelled to exchange 
rides with her and try to quiet the 
woman. 
Members of the Jury took an oath 
before reporting their finding not to 
reveal the history of their delibera­ 
tions. 
The first ballot, they said, 
stood 8 to -1 for acquittal, but subse­ 
quent 
developments 
were 
carefully 
kept secret. 
After Mrs. McDonald had been dis­ 
charged she was taken to a hotel by 
relatives. It was announced later that 
she will retire to a sanitarium. 
De­ 
spite her nervous and physical condi­ 
tion during the trial and the months 
following the tragedy, no hint of a 
possible attack of insanity was of­ 
fered by the defense at the trial. The 
case was given to the jury after a 
comparatively short closing address 
for the state by Assistant State’s At­ 
torney Hittenhouse. 
He made little 
effort to answer the oratorical efforts 
of the attorneys for the defense, con­ 
tenting himself with a matter of fact 
presentation of the evidence and a 
short argument for guilty based on 
this. 
Guerin K illed in H is Studio. 
Webster S. Guerin was shot and 
killed in his studio in the Omaha 
building, La Salle and Van Buten 
streets, Feb. 21, 1907. 
Mrs. McDon­ 
ald was alone with him when the 
tragedy occurred and was immediately 
arrested and charged with the mur­ 
der. 
Her husband and Leopold Free­ 
man, 
president 
of 
the 
Champion 
Chemical works, signed ball bonds for 
ff.O.OOO after her Indictment March 
30, 1907. 
The shock of the tragedy proved 
disastrous to McDonald, and he died 
Aug. 9, 1907, after an illness of sev­ 
eral w^eeks. 
His fortune was left to 
the accused woman and his two sons, 
one the child of a former marriage. 
Special provision wras made In his 
will for Mrs. McDonald’s defense and 
the instrument was attacked in court 
by his former wife, Mrs. Mary Mc­ 
Donald from whom he had obtained a 
divorce. 
This suit is still pending. 
It developed at the trial just con­ 
cluded that Guerin and Mrs. Dora Me 
Donald had been more or less inti­ 
mate for almost ten years, their rela­ 
tions having begun when Guerin wfas 
less than seventeen years old. 
The 
state asserted that Guerin had at­ 
tempted to dissolve these relations 
and that the woman shot him in a 
jealous rage. 
The 
defense 
attacked 
Guerin’s 
character, asserting that he had sys­ 
tematically blackmailed Mrs. McDon­ 
ald for years and offered evidence 
tending to show' that he had attacked 
her in his studio on the day of the 
tragedy. 
One of the dramatic Inci­ 
dents of the trial was the acting out 
of this alleged struggle hv twm p h ysi­ 
cians, who showed how Mrs. McDon­ 
ald might have twisted the revolver 
in Guerin’s hand until it pointed at 
his own breast and how the trigger 
might have been pulled during the 
struggle 
The trial attracted unusually large 
crowds and on several occasions the 
police and bailiffs had to unite forces 
to hold would-be spectators In check.

signature, in which Lewis was made 
to say he had certified to a bill for

COMMISSION POWERLESS. 


Cannot 
Suspend 
Operation

Nine-Hour Law. 
Washington, Feb. 12.—An important 
announcement was made by the inter­ 
state commerce commission respect­ 
ing Its attitude toward the request re­ 
cently made by the operating vice 
presidents of the railroads of the 
United States that the so-called nine- 
hour law, relating to the employment 
of train dispatchers, telegraph opera­ 
tors and tower men be suspended by 
the commission until such time as the 
law could be amended to meet the de­ 
sires of all concerned. 
The commis­ 
sion holds in brief that it has no au­ 
thority to extend the time or suspend 
the operation of the law except in a 
particular case or cases In which a 
hearing has been held and good cause 
shown for the extension asked. 


Chicago W om an Exhibits No Emotion 


on Learning of Her Acquittal— Jury­ 


men Pledged Not to Reveal the H is­ 


tory of Their Deliberations. 


Chicago, Feb. 12.—Mrs. Dora Mc­ 
Donald, who has been on trial here 
since Jan. 20 on the charge of murder­ 
ing W ebster Guerin, was acquitted by 
a Jury in the criminal court. 
The ver­ 
dict was reached after six and a half 
hours’ deliberation. 
The defendant, 
who was the widow of Michael Mc­ 
Donald, formerly a political leader in 
Chicago, received the verdict without 
apparent emotion. 
During the trial 
she had frequently collapsed and on 
several occasions the case had been 
interrupted in order that she might 
receive medical attention. 
When the 
verdict was announced, however, she 
was the least moved of any of the per­ 
sons concerned in the defense, her at­ 
tendant being so overcome that Mrs. 
McDonald was compelled to exchange 
roles with her and try to quiet the 
woman. 
Members of the jury took an oath 
before reporting their finding not to 
reveal the history of their delibera­ 
tions. 
The first ballot, they said, 
stood 8 to 4 for acquittal, but subse­ 
quent 
developments 
were 
carefully 
kept secret. 
After Mrs. McDonald had been dis­ 
charged she was taken to a hotel by 
relatives, it w^as announced later that 
she will retire to a sanitarium. 
De­ 
spite her nervous and physical condi­ 
tion during the trial and the months 
following the tragedy, no hint of a 
possible attack of insanity was of­ 
fered by the defense at th® trial. The 
case was given to the jury after a 
comparatively short closing address 
for the state by Assistant State’s At­ 
torney Rittenhouse. 
He made little 
effort to answer the oratorical efforts 
of the attorneys for the defense, con­ 
tenting himself with a m atter of fact 
presentation of the evidence and a 
short argument for guilty based on 
this. 
Guerin Killed in H is Studio. 
W ebster S. Guerin was shot and 
killed in his studio in the Omaha 
building, La Salle and Van Buren 
streets, Feb. 21, 1907. 
Mrs. McDon­ 
ald was alone with him when the 
tragedy occurred and was immediately 
arrested and charged with the m ur­ 
der. 
H er husband and Leopold Free­ 
man, 
president 
of 
the 
Champion 
Chemical works, signed ball bonds for 
$50,000 after her indictment March 
30, 1907. 
The shock of tho tragedy proved 
disastrous to McDonald, and he died 
Aug. 9, 1907, after an illness of sev­ 
eral weeks. 
His fortune was left to 
the accused woman and his two sons, 
one the child of a former marriage. 
Special provision was made In his 
will for Mrs. McDonald’s defense and 
the instrument was attacked in court 
by his former wife, Mrs. Mary Mc­ 
Donald. from whom he had obtained a 
divorce. 
This suit is still pending. 
It developed at the trial just con­ 
cluded that Guerin and Mrs. Dora Mc­ 
Donald had been more or less inti­ 
mate for almost ten years, their rela­ 
tions having begun when Guerin was 
less than seventeen years old. 
The 
state asserted that Guerin had at­ 
tempted to dissolve these relations 
and that the woman shot him in a 
jealous rage. 
The 
defense 
attacked 
Guerin’s 
character, asserting that he had sys­ 
tematically blackmailed Mrs. McDon­ 
ald for years and offered evidence 
tending to show that he had attacked 
her In his studio on the day of the 
tragedy. 
One of the dramatic Inci­ 
dents of the trial was the acting out 
of this alleged struggle by two physi­ 
cians, who showed how Mrs. McDon­ 
ald might have twisted the revolver 
in Guerin’s hand until It pointed at 
his own breast and how the trigger 
might have been pulled during the 
struggle. 
The trial attracted unusually large 
crowds and on several occasions the 
police and bailiffs had to unite forces 
to hold would-be spectators in check.

Architect's Assistant Testifies in Cap­ 
itol Conspiracy Case. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 12.—The cli­ 
max in the state capitol conspiracy 
trial was reached just before the com- 
monwealtfi closed, when Stanford B. 
Lewis, assistant of Architect Joseph 
M. Houston, declared on the witness 
stand that Contractor John H. Sander- 
lon, one of the defendants, conplained 
that he did not want to cut dowm his 
bills because he “had to put up a big 
wad for other people.”

Lewis’ testimony followed the intro­ 
duction of documentary evidence to 
show that thousands of dollars were 
paid to Sanderson for capitol furnish­ 
ings months before their delivery, in 
spite of the fact that certificates of re­ 
ceipt In good condition were required 
by law before bills could be approved. 
The testimony of Lewis was direct 
and unqualified and was not attacked 
by the defense.

| igan on Portage lake. al>out twelve 
miles from the town of Manistee. 
The plan provides not only for a 
playground, but for a systematic super­ 
vision of the boys’ summer play, which 
will l»e largely along the Hues of hunt­ 
ing. trapping, woodcraft, swimming, 
military exercises, target practice and 
regular exercise in the old tricks of the 
former wild and woolly west. 
Indians will be employed, and against 
them the boys will go on weekly exi>e- 
ditions. There will lie stagecoaches for 
the t>oys to save from the attacks of 
bandits, the outlaws lieing other boys 
of the vacation crowd. 
There will be 
a typical old time frontier military 
post, where the lads will learn the life 
of the mounted service. Miniature des­ 
erts will be provided, so that the boj-s 
may learn another form of western 
life. In fact, everything will is? provid­ 
ed to keep alive tlie old ability of tlie 
frontier days in the masculine Ameri­ 
can breast and to make the boys as 
capable as were their ancestors when 
called upon In an emergency. 
The 
"study period" will range from three 
to thirteen weeks. 
Within the next year two play wilds, 
if uot more, will be opened, the one In 
Michigan, which will bo in operation 
next summer, and another on a large 
tract in New Mexico or southwestern 
Texas. The land in Michigan embraces 
almost 1.200 acres. 
Captain Crawford 
claims the conception of this idea as 
Ids own, though IbK'kefellor and Mc­ 
Cormick moneys are to finance it in its 
full development.

In addition to the manufacturing 
and show places the combination will 
control what is termed as 100 rental 
places, where films are leased. A com­ 
plete understanding has been reached 
and in lieu of the settlement of the 
legal battles in which he has indulged 
with the manufacturers, Mr. Edison 
will

from 
the combination 
$200,000 a year royalty, in return for 
which he is to permit no other con­ 
cern to use any of his patents, with­ 
out which films onnnot be made.

TROUBLESOME PLANT. 


Qovernment Spending T h ou sands T r y ­ 
ing to Control W ate r Hyacinth. 
The water hyacinth, the beautiful 
marine plant of green leaves and ex­ 
quisite flowers, which has done such 
great damage to commerce In Louisi­ 
ana and east Texas, is making Its ap­ 
pearance in the ship channel, says the 
Houston Post. 
A few years ago the w ater hyacinth 
was brought from Florida to Louisi­ 
ana as a fioral ornament. 
Last year 
the government expended $200,000 in 
an effort to control the pest and has 
only partly succeeded. 
Streams and 
bayous which once carried big barges 
of lumber in Louisiana and eastern 
Texas have been closed to navigation 
by the rank vegetation of the hyacinth. 
The Sabine river above Orange has 
become tilled with the plants, and it is 
related that these all grew from a few 
plants carelessly thrown into the river 
by some housewife when the plants 
she had in a tub as an ornament be­ 
came too numerous. 
The matter has been brought to the 
attention of the city authorities at 
Houston, and steps have already been 
taken to destroy before It is too late 
all the hyacinths at Sam Houston park 
and those which have got iufco the 
bayou. A boat is to be sent along the 
lower reaches and all hyacinths care­ 
fully gathered and destroyed. It is an­ 
ticipated that there may be some legis­ 
lative action prohibiting the growing 
of 
these 
plants 
near 
a 
navigable 
stream and punishing any one so care­ 
less as to throw any of them into a 
stream which is of any use for any 
purpose.

Those In the combination are 
Thomas A. Edison of Orange, N. J., 
Sellg & Co. and Kalen of Chicago, Es- 
sanay and the Vltograph company of 
New York, Pat he A Meiners, French 
manufacturers, and 8. Lubin of this 
city. 
In addition to the manufacturing 
and show places the combination will 
control what la termed as IOO rental 
places, where films are leased. A com­ 
plete understanding has been reached 
and In lieu of the settlem ent of the 
legal battles In which he has indulged 
with the manufacturers, Mr. Edison 
will 
receive from the combination 
$200,000 a year royalty, In return for 
which he is to permit no other con­ 
cern to use any of his patents, with­ 
out which films cannot be made.

The plan Is both philanthropic and 
educational, but not so philanthropic 
that the parks will not be expected to 
pay for the actual expenses of the 
summer maneuvers. This latter phase 
of the plan Is one born of McCor­ 
mick’s pet schemes to help to dissipate 
the class feeling that he believes Is 
developing In the United States. Where 
a boy applies for admittance to the 
camp through his parents it will be as 
certalned whether he is In a position to 
pay for his food and accommodations 
lf his parents are In such a position 
twice os much as may be necessary to 
keep bim will be charged, and he will 
be obliged to take another boy who 
Is unable to pay his expenses as his 
guest.

Government Spending Thousands T r y 
ing to Control W ater Hyacinth. 
The w ater hyacinth, the beautiful 
marine plant of green leaves and ex­ 
quisite flowers, which has done such 
great damage to commerce in Louisi­ 
ana and east Texas, Is making its ap­ 
pearance in the ship channel, says the 
Houston Post. 
A few years ago the w ater hyacinth 
was brought from Florida to Louisi­ 
ana as a floral ornament. 
Last year 
the government expended $200,000 in 
an effort to control the pest and has 
only partly succeeded. 
Streams and 
bayous which once carried big barges 
of lumber iii Louisiana and eastern 
Texas have been closed to navigation 
by the rank vegetation of the hyacinth. 
The Sabine river above Orange has 
become filled with the plants, and it is 
related that these all grew from a few 
plants carelessly thrown into the river 
by some housewife when the plants 
she had in a tub as an ornament be­ 
came too numerous. 
The matter has been brought to the 
attention of the city authorities at 
Houston, and steps have already been 
taken to destroy before it is too late 
all the hyacinths at Sam Houston park 
and th o se, which have got infco the 
bayou. A boat Is to be sent along the 
lower reaches and all hyacinths care­ 
fully gathered and destroyed. It is an­ 
ticipated that there may he some legis­ 
lative action prohibiting the growing 
of 
these 
plants 
near 
a 
navigable 
stream and punishing any one so care­ 
less as to throw any of them into a 
stream which is of any use for any 
purpose.
